Juno 2S.—Nine ns 
ffToes and two white men are dead, a 
race riot Is In progress bstwecn armed 
whites and blacks, the state rangers 
and militia have been called out and 
the whole east of Texas Is in the 
throes of hatred against the negro, as 
the result of the murder of two whits 
men Saturday night near Hemphill. 


At midnight 150 armed men marched 
to the Jail at Hemphill and, after over- 
powering the Jailer and guards, took 
out six negroes. 
Five 
were 
imme- 
diately strung up to nearby trees, and 
tho sixth, attempting to escape 
in 
flight» was »hot down. These negroes 
bad been jailed, charged with com- 
plicity in the murder of Hugh A. Dean, 
a young white farmer. Three other ne- 
groes were found dead on the road- 
Bide. Iheir bodies riddled with bullets. 
They, too, were alleged to have had a 
hand In tho plot to kill Dean. 


Following the disclosures the farm- 
ers of the vicinity armed themselves 
with rifles, shotguns and pistols and 
started 
on a systematic 
hunt after 
every negro of known bad tendencies. 
At the same time the negroes armed 
themselves. 


Hurried appeals were made to the 
governor, and a squad of rangers wac 
ordered immediately to the scene. 


This was the condition when the 
news went ^broadcast that Aaron John- 
son, another white farmer, had been 
shot down while with his wife and 
baby. His wife gave chase, screaming 
with all her might. 


White men searching the country- 
side for negroes 
heard her. 
When 
they reached her she was sitting be 
side the body of her husband, insane. 
It was then that the white avengers 
went forth, and soon tho crack of their 
pistols was heard. Later the bodies ol 
the second three blacks were found, 
Already charged with having a hantl 
in the death of Dean, they met sum* 
mary vengoance when they encoun- 
tered the white men, 


Johnson's death Increased the ten- 
sity of the situation. Captured in a 
corn field, a negro, Perry Price, was 
spirited to San Augustine after making 
a confession that he had received |5 
from Robert Wrlglit, Johnson's broth- 
er-in-law, to kill Johnson. Wright was 
then arrested and Is now in jail at 
Center, Tex, 


The climax to the frenzied hatred 
against the negro came as tho result 
of the shooting of a white man by ne- 
groes a week ago.

Houston, Tex., June 29.—Nine n* 
groes and two white men are dead, a 
race riot is in progress between armed 
whites and blacks, the stato rangers 
and militia have boen called out and 
the whole east of Texas is in the 
throes of hatred against the negro, as 
the result of the murder of two whits 
men Saturday night near Hemphill. 


At midnight 150 armed men marched 
to the jail at Hemphill and, after over­ 
powering the jailer and guards, took 
out six negroes.

diately strung up to nearby trees, and 
the sixth, attempting to escape in 
flight, was shot down. These negroes 
had been jailed, charged with com­ 
plicity in the murder of Hugh A. Dean, 
a young white farmer. Three other ne­ 
groes were found dead on the road­ 
side, their bodies riddled with bullets. 
They, too, were alleged to have had a 
hand in the plot to kill Dean.

Johnson’s death increased the ten­ 
sity of the situation. Captured in a 
corn field, a negro, Perry Price, waa 
spirited to San Augustine after making 
a confession that he had received $5 
from Robert Wright, Johnson’s broth­ 
er-in-law, to kill Johnson. Wright was 
then arrested and is now In jail at 
Center, Tex. 


The climax to the frenzied hatred 
against the negro came as the result 
of the shooting of a white man by ne­ 
groes a week ago. Last Saturday night

If it came to that, ab- 
solutely unafraid of anything In life, 
will become as Invertebrate as a jel- 
lyfish and as whipped as a dog under 
a porch over the mere likelihood that 
he will have to subject himself to a 
comparatively harmless 
surgical op- 
eration. 
It's hard to strike averages 
between such widely divergent view- 
points. 
But it Is a certainty that sur- 
geons are sometimes almost led to 
believe that in some r e s p ^ t s women 
and men are as far aparl as any two 
planets you might name. 


"If I had the time—which I never 
expect to have—I should like to in- 
vestigate, in the scientific mood and 
manner, the actual underlying or ov- 
erlapping reason why men have such 
a far greater dread of anaesthesia 
than 
women. 
That they do any sur- 
geon will tell you. 
Ninety-nine men 
out of a hundred 
possess an inborn 
and Ineradicable dread of surrender- 
ing their consciousness to the power 
ot an anaesthetic. 
Indeed, most men 
really dread 
the anaesthetic 
more 
than they do the consequences of the 
operation. 
E^^en when the average 
man knows that the operation which 
requires him to submit himself to an 
anaesthetic is a comparatively trivial 
affair his whole mind rebels against 
the thought of the anaesthetic. 
Even 
when he is assured that his chances 
of coming out of the anaesthetic are 
about 9,999 in 10,000 he sticks to this 
dread. It Is something which, appar- 
ently, he can't reason against. It is 
inherent, 
instinctive, 
an integral 
part of him. I have seen some of the 
strongest men—strongest mentally, I 
mean, and 
often 
physically, 
too— 
slump to a state of abject, really piti- 
able splnelessness at the very sugges- 
tion of an anaesthetic. 


**Wlth women it Is different. Don't 
take me as meaning to imply that wo- 
men like anaesthetics, or, indeed, that 
they haven't actual fear of the effect 
of the anaesthetic, I should hate to 
get so far away from the 
mark as 
that. 
But women, while you'll com- 
monly hear them give expression to 
the bromidium, Tm so afraid of eth- 
er!' or 
hate to think of chloroform!' 
certainly possess no profound dread 
of anaesthesia that is in any way com- 
parable to the man's dread of it. Wo- 
men have a greqt faculty for making 
up their minds about things, as may 
be you've noticed. 
They yield to the 
/nevitable with a better grace than 
do men. 
When the woman 
plainly 
sees that there is no way out of it ex- 
cept for her to submit to an anaesthet- 
ic, why, that settles it with her. She 
makes up her mind to go through 
with it, and that's all there is about 
it. 
Maybe it's a manifestation of and 
a reversion to the ancient law of fem- 
inine 
obedience. The man who's 
scheduled 
to take an anaesthetic 
fights the idea of the thing right up 
to the minute that he crawls or is 
lifted upon the table, aiad even after, 
he begins to inhale from the cone he 
is figuratively shaking his head about 
it and protesting against It away deep 
down in his midriff.

constantly with all sorts of extraor- 
dinary hearsay yarns and morbid the- 
ories of their own about the effects 
of anaesthetics. 
They'll relate stor- 
ies of friends of theirs—or 
people 
they've read about, who've died under 
the effect of anaesthetics. When they 
catch sight of a newspaper headline. 
•Died on the Operating Table,' they 
spread it out triumphantly before tho 
doctor's eyes and invite him to just 
look at that, will ho, and then say 
that there's no danger in properly ad- 
ministered anaesthetics! They never 
think of the thousands and thousands 
of cases every day in which anaes- 
thetics are administered without the 
patients dying, or, indeed, ever being 
in the slightest danger of death. They 
cite the cases they read about or hear 
of, and then they burn up.Jthelr ner- 
vous systems brooding over these iso- 
lated Instances. 


"Men, In brief, are more pig-headed 
than women. 
Take that from me. I 
am fully aware that the contrary View 
is the generally accepted one. But I 
utterly reject and repudiate the con-; 
trary view. "Men in most 
essential 
respects are vastly more pig-headed 
than women. 


"I will cite you a little illustration 
by way of proof. 
Recently I was call- 
ed in by a man who showed me a 
sort of pet of his. 
The pet was a re- 
curring abscess. It was nothing very 
deadly, although he had allowed his 
fear of anaesthesia to prevent its eli- 
mination 
for altogether too long a 
time. I should have felt like smiling 
at this man's story of that abscess had 
he not been so tremendously nervous 
and worried. 
His abscess developed 
first eleven 
years ago. If he had 
drawn a little ether into his lungs at 
that time and allowed a surgeon to 
remove the thing, he'd never have 
been bothered by it again, but he hat- 
ed anaesthesia. 
Therefore he 
would 
only permit his surgeon to lance the 
thing. It was a dermoid abscess, and, 
of course, it came back and resumed 
operations In time. 
He had it lanc- 
ed twice 
again during the 
ensuing 
years. His medical men 
told him 
each time that the trouble never could 
be remedied until the 
abscess was 
completely removed, but that, to have 
it removed entirely, he would have to 
subn^it to an anaesthetic, else he 
woulun't be able to stand the pain of 
the operation. 


"When I told him, 
out of hand, 
that I wouldn't think of adding him to 
my list of patients if he would not 
permit the administration of an anaes- 
thetic so that I could get at that ab- 
scess once for all and dispose of it 
It ^ a s almost comical to observe the 
man's grief and distress. It was tho 
more comical because this man was 
a huge lummox of a hardy, rugged in- 
dividual, with a body, barring that ab- 
scess, as sound as a bell of brass, 
aesthetic business, he certainly had, 
and he told me all of them and all 
about them. Folks died under anaes- 
thesia a blamed sight oftener than 
they came out of iT, and so on and 
so on, until I began to look at my 
watch. 
Then every 
ounce of him 
fighting 
me in advance, he told me 
that he'd take the anaesthetic—told 
me in a sort of my-blood-will-be-upon- 
your-head way—and the next day I 
breught the etherizing doctor and a 
nurse along, and the operation was 
performed at his home, and he'll nev- 
er have another abscess in all hum- 
an probability as long as he lives. 


"Up to the last conscious gasp that 
man was ag'in me and all of my mur- 
derous kind. As a matter of fact, five 
minutes after he came 
out of the 
ether he was yelling for a cigarette, 
and he wasn't even sick at the stom- 
ach, as a good many ether 
patients 
are. 'A cigarette,' said 
he, 'and a 
leetle more of that ether. I like it. 
New kind of a jag.' 
And wasn't he 
blithe and merry about it—after it 
was over! 
But I 
wouldn't 
remind 
him of what a sad figure he'd been 
cutting in the world for eleven years 
or so, going up and down his walks 
with an abscess fooling around in him 
that he could have been well rid of at 
first if he hadn't possessed that fool- 
ish prejudice against half an houi"s 
voluntary unconsciousness. 
Now, it 
is perfectly certain that any woman 
equal in intelUgence to this man 
would have submitted to an anaes- 
thetic and had that abscess removed 
in the first place. 
That's 
only one 
reason why I am contending 
that 
men really are more pig-headed than 
women, and there 
are plenty of 
other reasons, if only I had time to 
cite them,"—Washington Star,

Well, this ’last fact hasn't been 
so well established. I am inclined to 
believe, though, 
that women really 
are less imaginative than men. 


"‘But whatever be the nature of the 
prop that supports them, women sure­ 
ly approach the operating table with 
a great deal less of visible fear than 
do men. Probably I should not use the 
word ‘visible’ here, because if a wom­ 
an is afraid of anything she will show' 
it. A man, even when he is in dead­ 
ly fear, hates to show fear, tries to 
cover it up. This reasoning brings 
the women even higher atop of the 
men in the matter of courage in ap­ 
proaching 
operations. The 
woman 
would show fear if fear obsessed her. 
The man fights against revealing his 
fear, and yet can’t crowd it back. The 
great 
fundamental 
differences 
be­ 
tween men and women in their ner­ 
vous and mental makeup are more 
clearly shown by their respective at­ 
titudes ia approaching surgical oper­ 
ations than by any other method of 
comparison. 


You will come upon a hundred in­ 
consistencies, 
equally 
divided be­ 
tween the men 
and the women, in 
probing 
this matter. For 
example, 
the woman who at sight of a mouse 
will hop atop of a chair in a frenzy 
of hysteria or faint outright will under­ 
go an operation in which she knows 
that she has something less than an 
even chance without turning a hair. 
A man of proved courage, who would 
take a chance on trying to pull the 
eyes out of a mountain lion with his 
naked hands. If it came to that, ab­ 
solutely unafraid of anything in life, 
will become as Invertebrate as a jel­ 
lyfish and as whipped as a dog under 
a porch over the mere likelihood that 
he will have to subject himself to a 
comparatively harmless 
surgical op­ 
eration. It's hard to strike averages 
between such widely divergent view­ 
points. But it is a certainty that sur­ 
geons are sometimes almost led to 
believe that in some respects women 
and men are as far apart as any two 
planets you might name. 


“If I had the time—which I never 
expect to have—I should like to in­ 
vestigate, in the scientific mood and 
manner, the actual underlying or ov­ 
erlapping reason why men have such 
a far greater dread of anaesthesia 
than women. That they do any sur­ 
geon will tell you. NUiety-nine men 
out of a hundred 
possess an inborn 
and ineradicable dread of surrender­ 
ing their consciousness to the power 
of an anaesthetic. Indeed, most men 
really dread 
the anaesthetic 
more 
than they do the consequences of the 
operation. Even when 
the average 
man knows that the operation which 
requires him to submit himself to an 
anaesthetic Is a comparatively trivial 
affair his whole mind rebels against 
the thought of the anaesthetic. Even 
when he is assured that his chances 
of coming out of the anaesthetic are 
about 9,999 in 10,000 he sticks to this 
dread. It is something which, appar­ 
ently, he can’t reason against. It is 
inherent, 
instinctive, 
an 
integral 
part of him. I have seen some of the 
strongest men—strongest mentally, I 
mean, and 
often 
physically, 
too— 
slump to a state of abject, really piti­ 
able spinelessness at the very sugges­ 
tion of an anaesthetic. 


"With women it is different. Don't 
tako me as meaning to imply that wo­ 
men like anaesthetics, or, indeed, that 
they haven’t actual fear of the effect 
of the anaesthetic, I should hate to 
get so far away from the 
mark as 
that. But women, while you'll com­ 
monly hear them give expression to 
the bromidium, ‘I’m so afraid of eth­ 
er!' or ‘I hate to think of chloroform!' 
certainly possess 110 profound dread 
of anaesthesia that is in any way com­ 
parable to the man’s dread of it. Wo­ 
men have a greqt faculty for making 
up their minds about things, as may 
be you've noticed. They yield to the 
inevitable with a better grace than 
do men. When the woman plainly 
sees that there is no way out of it ex­ 
cept for her to submit to an anaesthet­ 
ic, why, that settles it with her. She 
makes up her mind to go 
through 
with it, and that's all there is about 
it. Maybe it's a manifestation of and 
a reversion to the ancient law of fem­ 
inine 
obedience. The 
man 
who’s 
scheduled 
to take 
an 
anaesthetic 
fights the idea of the thing right up 
to the minute that he crawls or is 
lifted upon the table, and even after, 
he begins to inhale from the cone he 
is figuratively shaking his head about 
it and protesting against it away deep 
down in his midriff. 


“Men who are booked to surrender 
themselves to an anaesthetic 
will 
worry and harass their medical raen 


constantly with all sorts of extraor­ 
dinary hearsay yarns and morbid the­ 
ories of their own about the effects 
of anaesthetics. They’ll relate stor­ 
ies of friends of theirs—or people 
they've read about, who've died under 
the effect of anaesthetics. When they 
catch sight of a newspaper headline, 
‘Died on the Operating Table,' they 
spread it out triumphantly before tho 
doctor’s eyes and invite him to just 
look at that, will I10, and then say 
that there’s no danger in properly ad­ 
ministered anaesthetics! They never 
think of the thousands and thousands 
of cases every day in which anaes­ 
thetics are administered without the 
patients dying, or, indeed, ever being 
in the slightest danger of death. They 
cite the cases they read about or hear 
of, and then they burn up.Jtlielr ner­ 
vous systems brooding over these iso* 
lated instances. 


“Men, in brief, are more pig-headed 
than women. Take that from me. I 
am fully aware that the contrary view 
is the generally accepted one. But I 
utterly reject and repudiate the con- j 
trary view. Men in most essential 
respects are vastly more pig-headed 
than women. 


“I will cite you a little illustration 
by way of proof. Recently I was call­ 
ed in by a man who showed me a 
sort of pet of his. The pet was a re­ 
curring abscess. It was nothing very 
deadly, although he had allowed his 
fear of anaesthesia to prevent its eli­ 
mination 
for altogether too long 
a 
time. I should have felt like smiling 
at this man’s story of that abscess had 
he not been so tremendously nervous 
and worried. His abscess developed 
first eleven 
years ago. If 
he had 
drawn a little ether into his lungs at 
that time and allowed a surgeon to 
remove the thing, he’d never have 
been bothered by it again, but he hat­ 
ed anaesthesia. 
Therefore he would 
only permit his surgeon to lance the 
thing. It was a dermoid abscess, and, 
of course, it came back and resumed 
operations in time. He had it lanc­ 
ed twice 
again during the 
ensuing 
years. His medical men 
told him 
each time that the trouble never could 
be remedied until the 
abscess was 
completely removed, but that, to have 
it removed entirely, he would have to 
subnet to an 
anaesthetic, else he 
woutun’t be able to stand the pain of 
the operation. 


“When I told him, 
out of hand, 
that I wouldn’t think of adding him to 
my list of patients if he would not 
permit the administration of an anaes­ 
thetic so that I could get at that ab­ 
scess once for all and dispose of it 
it wfas almost comical to observe the 
man's grief and distress. It was tho 
more comical because this: man was 
a huge lummox of a hardy, rugged in­ 
dividual, with a body, barring that ab­ 
scess, as sound 
as a bell of brass, 
aesthetic business, he certainly had, 
and he told me all of them and all 
about them. Folks died under anaes­ 
thesia a blamed sight oftener than 
they came out of iT, and so on and 
so on, until 
I began to look at my 
watch. Then every ounce 
of him 
fighting me in advance, he told me 
that he'd take the anaesthetic—told 
me in a sort of my-blood-will-be-upon- 
your-head way—and the next day I 
breught the etherizing doctor and a 
nurse along, and the operation was 
performed at his home, and he'll nev­ 
er have another abscess in all hum­ 
an probability as long as he lives. 


“Up to the last conscious gasp that 
man was ag'in me and all of my mur­ 
derous kind. As a matter of fact, five 
minutes after he came 
out of 
the 
ether he was yelling for a cigarette, 
and he wasn't even sick at the stom­ 
ach, as a good many ether patients 
are. *A cigarette,' said 
he, ‘and 
a 
leetle more of that ether. 
I like it. 
New kind of a jag.' And wasn’t he 
blithe and merry about it—after it 
was over! 
But I 
wouldn't 
remind 
him of what a sad figure he'd been 
cutting in the world for eleven years 
or so, going up and down his walks 
with an abscess fooling around in him 
that he could have been well rid of at 
first if he hadn't possessed that fool­ 
ish prejudice against half an hour’s 
voluntary unconsciousness. 
Now, 
it j 
is perfectly certain that any woman 
equal in intelligence 
to 
this 
man 
would have submitted to an 
anaes­ 
thetic and had that abscess removed 
in the first place. 
That's 
only one 
reason why I am 
contending 
that 
men really are more pig-headed than 
women, 
and 
there 
are 
plenty of 
other reasons, if only I had time to 
cite them."—Washington Star.

• the result being the point that draws 
the attention of the suffering public. 
The experiment is not a. new one, be- 
cause it has been tried successfully 
against the gypsy moth in Europe, but 
It is the first attempt to destroy the 
pests on so large a scale and in each 
an approved scientific method, in our 
country.

The Legislature of Massachusetts 
, Ifl to be a«ked for an appropriation of 
1300,000 to cover tho expense of this 
year's fight against those insect pests, 
the gypsy and browntall moths. 
The 
problem of destroying the dangerous 
Insects has enlisted the attention of 
•many fertile minds, and countless ex- 
periments have been tried In this 
connection, the cost aggregating in 
the New England states many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 
This 
year the moths iftre to be fought with 
their own parasites, 80,000 of the lat- 
ter jhavln^ been let loose recently 
from the experimen-ting 
station at 
Melrose Highlands, 
and 
addiuonal 
thouFunds will speedily follow. These 
parasites are understood to kill the 
moth in Its caterpillar state, in vari- 
ous fashions, according to tho nature 
of the parasite, but the method will 
be Interesting only to the naturalists, 
• the result being the point that draws 
the attention of the suffering public. 
The experiment is not a new one, be- 
cause it has been tried successfully 
against the gypsy moth in Europe, but 
4t Is the first attempt to destroy the 
pests on so large a scale and in such 
an approved scientific method, in our 
country.

One Firm Has Announced Its Intention of 
Paying Better Wages and letting Its Work- 
er» Uve at Home—Low Pay Not Evened Up 
by the Accommodation.

Since the recent decision of Messrs. 
Swan and Edgar, managers of a large 
London department store, to abolish 
tho "living In" system among their 
shop assistants, this much discussed 
matter has once more aroused public 
interest, writes the London Corre- 
spondent 
of 
the New York 
Sun. 
Then, too, a lately produced play dis- 
closes in its opening act a dreary pic- 
ture of tho discomforts and even prii« 
vatlons of the unfortunate shop girls 
who are victims of this system which 
provides English employers with an 
excuse for paying meagre salaries on 
the ground that they board and lodge 
their employes. 


Of course, the living in arrange- 
ment is, like many other established 
English customs, the survivor of a 
former s.uccessful and advantageous 
system which changes in life and 
times have rendered useless. 


Years ago, when traveling was slow 
and cumbrous, when the retail grocer 
and dry goods merchant were men of 
modest means but good standing, the 
living ir system was undoubtedly an 
advantage for both employer and em- 
ployes. 
The shop assistant was then 
called an apprentice. 
For a definite 
number of years he was bound or ap- 
prenticed by his parents to a master 
who agreed to initiate him into all 
the mysteries of the shop, to instruct 
him in the details of buying and sell- 
lug, and to lodge and board him In a 
manner suited to his station. 
The 
agreement was almost always well 
kept. 
The apprentice became an in- 
tegral unit of the family, living with 
them, eating with them and sharing 
all the joys and sorrows of their fam- 
ily life. 
Of course, no payment was 
given for his work, and after his time 
of service was up he either stayed on 
as a sort of partner or started in for 
himself on the same lines. 


Time has brought far different con- 
ditions into existence, and yet with 
English tenacity the theory is main- 
tained that workers In shops should 
share living places under the jurisdic- 
tion of shop owners. 
Distances are 
no longer great; Six cents and twenty 
minutes will take any one to Lon- 
don's most faraway suburbs by under- 
ground road. 
Men and and women, 
boys and girls would be able to have 
family life and still perform their 
duties in stores adequately, yet there 
are scarcely any establishments where 
a large enough wage is paid so that 
the recipient can afford to live any- 
where except under the roof provided 
by the master. 


The high cost of living, the uncer- 
tainty of labor, the dread of illness 
and the poor return for thrift com- 
pel the parents of the class from 
which shop boys and girls are drawn 
to see that their children are enabled 
to bring home weekly a few shillings 
toward the household exchequer. 
In 
order to do this the boys and girls 
must accept board and lodging given 
by their employers. 


A few weeks ago in the Sun an ar- 
*ticle appeared on shopgirl life in New 
York. 
An 
attractive 
picture 
was 
drawn of the sitting rooms, dining 
rooms, social clubs, etc.» at most 
stores; of the care taken of them 
when they are ill, and of the liberal 
wage paid them for their work. 
In 
contrast to this it may be Interesting 
to know something of the shop life 
of the courteous, gentle voiced Eng- 
lish shopgirl 
who 
always 
charms 
Americans with her politeness and 
patience and who manages to loqk 
neat In her black gown despite the 
trying conditions under which her 
dally toilet is made. 


In the first place, if she Is a aew- 
comer, she may be giving her services 
for the first month without any wage. 
If this Is not the case she considers 
herself lucky to have $1.25 a week, 
and when she does achieve as much 


as f2.B0 or $3 she is Indeed doing 
well. 
If she rises to be head sales- 
woman of the department she will 
•perhaps get $4. She Is told when she 
takes her place at the store that this 
small salary Is so much clear gain, at 
her bed and food are provided for 
her, but she soon learns that fines 
are numerous and very, often entirely 
In the hands of the shopwalker, so 
it behooves her to keep in his good 
graces lest she is fined two cents 
here and three cents there, for arriv- 
ing behind the counter two minutes 
late, for wearing' a piece of Jewelry, 
for talking In the dormitory, for do- 
ing many and various things, until 
her 11.25 Is-reduced to half its pro- 
portions at the end of the week. 
She 
begins her morning in the store at 
any time from 7 to 8; that depends 
on where she is employed. To fortify 
her for the day a breakfast Is fur- 
nished of tea, br^ad and butter or 
gruel. 
When dinner time comes she 
has fifteen minutes recess to eat what 
Is provided, and that in a room crowd- 
ed with her fellow workers, who are 
all calling out, bolting their food and 
rushing lest they should be fined for 
lateness when they arrive at the coun- 
ter. 
At 4 o'clock she has another 
fifteen minutes in which to take her 
weak tea and bread. When the store 
closes at 7 and the last bit of work is 
accomplished by half past she has a 
supper of bread and cheese. 
Then 
she may go out li she likes until 11 
o'clock. 
If she comes in five minutes 
late she is fined, and in many places 
if she is fifteen minutes late she can- 
not get in at all and spends the night 
on the streets with the thoughts of 
the next day's probable dismissal to 
enliven the hours. 
If she does not 
wish to go out she may retire to a 
dreary, unheated sitting room, with 
accommodations for so few girls that 
should too many stay home the same 
night bed is the only refuge for those 
who cannot crowd into the room. 


If she goes to bed she makes her 
way to a cold dormitory with any- 
where from fifteen to thirty beds in it, 
a toilet table at each end and a wash- 
stand with 
two 
small pitchers of 
water. 
She has one nail on which to 
hang her things, and a bath is out 
of the question. 
If she drops off to 
sleep she Is soon awakened by her re- 
turning roommates, who 
are 
girls 
from all parts of the country and of 
varying characters. .She may go home 
from Saturday afternoon to Sunday 
evening, or if her family live too far 
away she may go where she wishes. 
Also her Sunday privileges include 
lying in bed half an hour later, and 
permission to buy herself something 
extra to eat, which will be cooked for 
her if she can give a modest tip. 


Of course there are stores where 
things are better managed than this, 
but there are many others where 
things are far'worse. 
In one depart- 
ment store the housekeeper admitted 
that for the week's food she allowed 
$1 a head. 


The moral side of the question It is 
just as well not to dwell upon. Where 
1500 persons—men and women, boys 
and girls—are lodged as they are at 
one huge store, not much attention 
can lie paid to what they do or where 
they go. 
A fashionable West End 
shop gives the girls latchkeys, and no 
questions are asked if they are late 
unless It happens too often. 


Dr. Clifford, a well known preacher, 
aroused greatest Indignation and've- 
hement denials from owners of big 
department stores not long ago by a 
speech he made In which he said: 
"Nothing has been more mournful 
than the accounts I have had to hear 
of the practical Impossibility of living 
a true and worthy life in the condi- 
tions offered in these huge establish- 
ments." 


Petroleum in Australia. 


The discovery of petroleum in the 
Boonah district of Queensland, Aus- 
tralia, Is reported In the Queensland- 
er. 
It (s asserted that crude petro- 
leum, a heavy black oil, has been 
found in a well 100 feet in depth and 
within two miles of the town. 
On a 
farm five miles from Boonah bores 
are said to show a volatile oil, prob- 
ably kerosene, at a depth of 130 feet. 
There are said to be other indications 
of oil in several parts of the district, 
notably Harrisvllle. 
While "payable 
oil" Is yet to be found, indications are 
said to be that the field will be pro- 
ductive when operations on a large 
scale are begun. 
It is expected that 
if "payable oil" exists it will be found 
at depths varying from 500 to 750 
feet. Prevailing rocks are sandstone, 
limestone* and 
conglomerate, 
with 
belts of ironstone. 
This is said to be 
the same class of country usually as- 
sociated with the petroleum fields in 
the United States.—Consular Report.

E.vtcnninatlon of Mosquitoes. 


Consul William . Henry Bishop, of 
Palermo, Italy, transmits the follow- 
ing Information relative to experi- 
ments made by the chief of the sani- 
tary 
service 
at 
Gaboon, 
French 
Africa, with the cactus as a substi- 
tute for petroleum for the extermina- 
tion of mosquitoes in warm climates. 


The thick, pulpy leaves of the cac- 
tus, cut up in pieces, arc thrown into 
water and macerated until a sticky 
paste 
is 
formed. 
This 
paste 
is 
spread upon the surface of stagnant 
watgr, and forms an isolating layer 
which prevents the larvae of the mo&r 
quitoes from iioming to the top to 
breathe and destroys them through 
asphyxiation, 
It is true that petro- 
leum can do the same service, but in 
warm climates petroleum evaporates 
too-ijuickly and is thus of little avail. 
The mucilaginous cactus paste, on 
the contrary, can hold its place in- 
definitely, lasting weeks, months, or 
even an entire year; and the period 
of development of the larvae being 
but about a fortnight, it has the 
most 
thorough 
effect.—Scientific 
American.

The national 
census 
bureau has 
Just published a bulletin containing 
statistics of tho executive civil ser- 
vice up to July 1. 1907. The last pre- 
vious bulletin was dated July 1, 1903. 
A comparison of the two shows how 
steadily the extension of the civil ser- 
vice system has been going on during 
the four years Intervening. 
In the 
earlier bulletin 150.383 employes were 
considered; the later one applies to 
286,902 persons. 
This is exclusive of 
the consular and diplomatic service 
and of postmasters, laborers at navy 
yards, clerks In postoffices not having 
free delivery 
and 
employes of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission.

ShicldB for Modern Warriors. 


Recent experiments

Sheffield,

150 square Inches In area, have been 
devised, which afford complete protec- 
tion apainst bullets fired from tho ser- 
vlco rifle at a ranjre of 400 yards. The 
small size of the shield, which weighs 
only seven pounds, requires that tho 
soldier shall lio prone on the ground 
in order to bo sheltered. Each shield 
has a loophole for tho rifle, and studs 
at the sides, so that a series of them 
can be linked Into a continuous screen.

The New Sponge Vessel. 


The submarine boat has taken In­ 
dustrial fQrm in the new vessel for 
the sponge fishery of itho Kerkenah 
islands, off the coast of Tunis, the 
greatest sponge gathering center. 
A 
crude attempt at bottom navigation 
for sponges was made 
some 
years 
ago by Vicar General Raoul of Car­ 
thage, and he organized the local so­ 
ciety that has* followed up the problem 
and has had the present vessel built. 
This .boat is simpler and smaller than 
those designed for naval use. 
It Is 
sixteen and one-half feet long, five 
and one-quarter feet in diameter, has 
a displacement of only nine tons and 
a buoyancy of 1,300 pounds, and car­ 
ries) two men. 
The only opening is 
the turret at the top. 
Filling three 
water ballast tanks causes the vessel 
to sink, and it is raised, and small 
movements of ascent and descent are 
controlled by manipulating the com­ 
pressed air valve. 
Two steel cars, 
with water 
tight ^ spherical joints 
make it easy for th£ crew to paddle 
about. 
A wheel at the forward end 
facilitates moving alone: on the bot­ 
tom, and a movable arm with water 
tight spherical joint is provided for 
gathering sponges, with a large bas­ 
ket to hold them.

The special X-ray tube worked out 
for medical use by Dr. A. C. Geyser 
has been tried in more than '5,000 
applications of five to thirty minutes 
each and there has been no case of 
burning of the skin. 
The tube is of ‘ 
lead glass and a small flint 
glass 
window—just large enough to cover 
the area under treatment—is the only 
portion that permits the active radia­ 
tions to pass. 


Since the recent decision of Messrs. 
Swan and Edgar, managers of a large 
London department store, to abolish 
the “living in” system among their 
shop assistants, this much discussed 
matter has once more aroused public 
Interest, writes the London Corre­ 
spondent of the New York Sun. 
Then, too, a lately produced play dis­ 
closes in its opening act a dreary pic­ 
ture of tho discomforts and even prl* 
vations of the unfortunate shop girls 
who are victims of this system which 
provides English employers with an 
excuse for paying meagre salaries on 
the ground that they board and lodge 
their employes. 


Of course, the living in arrange­ 
ment is, like many other established 
English customs, the survivor of a 
former successful and advantageous 
system which changes in life and 
times have rendered useless. 


Years ago, when traveling was slow 
and cumbrous, when the retail grocer 
and dry goods merchant were men of 
modest means but good standing, the 
living ir system was undoubtedly an 
advantage for both employer and em­ 
ployes. 
The shop assistant was then 
called an apprentice. 
For a definite 
number of years he was bound or ap­ 
prenticed by his parents to a master 
who agreed to initiate him into all 
the mysteries of the shop, to instruct 
him in the details of buying and sell­ 
ing, and to lodge and board him in a 
manner suited to his station. 
The 
agreement was almost always well 
kept. 
The apprentice became an in­ 
tegral unit of the family, living with 
them, eating with them and sharing 
all the joys and sorrows of their fam­ 
ily life. 
Of course, no payment was 
given for his work, and after his time 
of service was up he either stayed on 
as a sort of partner or started in for 
himself on the same lines. 


Time has brought far different con­ 
ditions into existence, and yet with 
English tenacity the theory is main­ 
tained that workers in shops should 
share living places under the jurisdic­ 
tion of shop owners. 
Distances are 
no longer great; Six cents and twenty 
minutes will take any one to Lon­ 
don’s most faraway suburbs by under­ 
ground road. 
Men and and women, 
boys and girls would be able to have 
family life and still perform their 
duties in stores adequately, yet there 
are scarcely any establishments where 
a large enough wage is paid so that 
the recipient can afford to live any­ 
where except under the roof provided 
by the master. 


The high cost of living, the uncer­ 
tainty of labor, the dread of illness 
and the poor return for thrift com­ 
pel the parents of the class from 
which shop boys and girls are drawn 
to see that their children are enabled 
to bring home weekly a few shillings 
toward the household exchequer. 
In 
order to do this the boys and girls 
must accept board and lodging given 
by their employers. 


A few weeks ago In the Sun an ar­ 
ticle appeared on shopgirl life in New 
York. 
An 
attractive 
picture was 
drawn of the sitting rooms, dining 
rooms, social clubs, etc., at most 
stores; of the care taken of them 
when they are ill, and of the liberal 
wage paid them for their work. 
In 
contrast to this it may be interesting 
to know something of the shop life 
of the courteous, gentle voiced Eng­ 
lish shopgirl 
who always charms 
Americans with her politeness and 
patience and who manages to loqk 
neat in her black gown despite the 
trying conditions under which her 
daily toilet is made. 


In the first place, if she is a aew- 
comer, she may be giving her services 
for the first month without any wage. 
If this Is not the case she considers 
herself lucky to have $1.25 a week, 
and when she does achieve as much 


as $2.50 or $3 she is indeed doing 
well. 
If she rises to be head sales­ 
woman of the department she will 
perhaps get $4. She is told when she 
takes her place at the store that this 
small salary is so much clear gain, as 
her bed and food are provided for 
her, but she soon learns that fines 
are numerous and very, often entirely 
in the hands of the shopwalker, so 
it behooves her to keep In his good 
graces lest she is fined two cents 
here and three cents there, for arriv­ 
ing behind the counter two minutes 
late, for wearing' a piece of jewelry, 
for talking In the dormitory, for do­ 
ing many and various things, until 
her $1.25 is-Teduced to half its pro­ 
portions at the end of the week. 
She 
begins her morning In the store at 
any time from 7 to 8; that depends 
on where she is employed. To fortify 
her for the day a breakfast Is fur­ 
nished of tea, brpad and butter or 
gruel. 
When dinner time comes she 
has fifteen minutes recess to eat what 
is provided, and that in a room crowd­ 
ed with her fellow workers, who are 
all calling out, bolting their food and 
rushing lest they should be fined for 
lateness when they arrive at the coun­ 
ter. 
At 4 o’clock she has another 
fifteen minutes in whiGh to take her 
weak tea and bread. When the store 
closes at 7 and the last bit of work is 
accomplished by half past she has a 
supper of bread and cheese. 
Then 
she may go out if she likes until 11 
o’clock. If she comes in five minutes 
late she is fined, and in many places 
if she is fifteen minutes late she can­ 
not get in at all and spends the night 
on the streets with the thoughts of 
the next day’s probable dismissal to 
enliven the hours. 
If she does not 
wish to go out she may retire to a 
dreary, unheated sitting room, with 
accommodations for so few girls that 
should too many stay home the same 
night bed is the only refuge for those 
who cannot crowd into the room. 


If she goes to bed she makes her 
way to a cold dormitory with any­ 
where from fifteen to thirty beds in it, 
a toilet table at each end and a wash- 
stand with two 
small pitchers of 
water. 
She has one nail on which to 
hang her things, and a bath is out 
of the question. 
If she drops off to 
sleep she is soon awakened by her re­ 
turning roommates, who 
are 
girls 
from all parts of the country and of 
varying characters. «She may go home 
from Saturday afternoon to Sunday 
evening, or if her family live too far 
away she may go where she wishes. 
Also her Sunday privileges include 
lying In bed half an hour later, and 
permission to buy herself something 
extra to eat, which will be cooked for 
her if she can give a modest tip. 


Of course there are stores where 
things are better managed than this, 
but there are many others where 
things are far'worse. 
In one depart­ 
ment store the housekeeper admitted 
that for the week’s food she allowed 
$1 a head. 


The moral side of the question it Is 
just as well not to dwell upon. Where 
1500 persons—men and women, boys 
and girls—are lodged as they are at 
one huge store, not much attention 
can l^e paid to what they do or where 
they go. 
A fashionable West End 
shop gives the girls latchkeys, and no 
questions are asked if they are late 
unless it happens too often. 


Dr. Clifford, a well known preacher, 
aroused greatest indignation and ve­ 
hement denials from owners of big 
department stores not long ago by a 
speech he made in which he said: 
“Nothing has been more mournful 
than the accounts I have had to hear 
of the practical impossibility of living 
a true and worthy life in the condi­ 
tions offered in these huge establish« 
ments,”

The Civil Service. 


The national 
census 
bureau has 
just published a bulletin containing 
statistics of the executive civil ser­ 
vice up to July 1, 1907. The last pre­ 
vious bulletin was dated July 1, 1903. 
A comparison of the two shows how 
steadily the extension of the civil ser­ 
vice system has been going on during 
the four years intervening. 
In the 
earlier bulletin 150,383 employes were 
considered; the later one applies to 
2S6,902 persons. 
This is exclusive of 
the consular and diplomatic service 
and of postmasters, laborers at navy 
yards, clerks in postoffices not having 
free delivery 
and 
employes of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission.

Shields for Modern Warriors. 


Recent experiments 
at 
Sheffield, 
England, suggest tho possibility that 
In this century shields may onco more 
form an important part of the equip­ 
ment of an army. Steel shields, three 
millimeters in 
thickness, and about 
150 square inches in area, have been 
devised, which afford complete protec­ 
tion against bullets fired from tho Err* 
vice rifle at a range of 400 yards. The 
small size of the shield, which weighs 
only seven pounds, requires that the 
soldier shall lio prone on the ground , 
in order to bo sheltered. Each shield 1 
has a loophole for tho rifle, and studs ‘ 
at the sides, so that a series of them ; 
can be linked into a continuous screen. 
The idea is that by the uso of such 
shields, 
tho 
necessity 
of 
digging 
trenches may bo avoided.—Harper’s 
Weekly.

Petroleum in Australia. 


The discovery of petroleum in the 
Boonah district of Queensland, Aus­ 
tralia, is reported in the Queensland­ 
er, 
It \b asserted that crude petro­ 
leum, a heavy black oil, has been 
found in a* well 100 feet in depth and 
within two miles of the town. 
On a 
farm five miles from Boonah bores 
are said to show a volatile oil, prob­ 
ably kerosene, at a depth of 130 feet. 
There are said to be other indications 
of oil in several parts of the district, 
notably Harrisville. 
While '‘payable 
oil*' is yet to be found, indications are 
said to be that the field will be pro­ 
ductive when operations on a large 
scale are begun. 
It is expected that 
if “payable oil” exists it will be found 
at depths varying from 500 to 750 
feet. Prevailing rocks are sandstone, 
limestone* and conglomerate, with 
belts of ironstone. This is said to be 
the same class of country usually as­ 
sociated with the petroleum fields in 
the United States.—Consular Keport.

Extermination of Mcsquitoes. 


Consul William. Henry Bishop, of 
Palermo, Italy, transmits the follow­ 
ing information relative to experi­ 
ments made by the chief of the sani­ 
tary 
service 
at 
Gaboon, 
French 
Africa, with the cactus as a substi­ 
tute for petroleum for the extermina­ 
tion of mosquitoes In warm climates. 


The thick, pulpy leaves of the cac­ 
tus, cut' up in p^ces, are thrown into 
water and macerated until a sticky 
paste 
is 
formed. 
This 
paste is 
spread upon the surface of stagnant 
water, and forms an isolating layer 
which prevents the larvae of the mo&r 
quitoes from coming to the top to 
breathe and destroys them through 
asphyxiation, 
It is true that petro­ 
leum can do the same service, but in 
warm climates petroleum evaporates 
too -quickly and is thus of little avail. 
The mucilaginous cactus paste, on 
the contrary, can hold its place in­ 
definitely, lasting weeks, months, or 
even an entire year; and the period 
of development of the larvae being 
but about a fortnight, it has the 
most 
thorough 
effect.— Scientific 
American. 


Foot Ball on Horseback. 


One of the features of Buffalo Bill’s 
show at Madison Square Garden this 
year is foot ball on horseback. 
It 
has been called the healthiest thriller 
of the season, and certainly the emo­ 
tions it arouses are of the virile kind. 
The game Is played with an immense 
push ball.

of cast steel of crucible quality.

the benefit of the students. The own­ 
ers of the patent contend that they 
have now devised a furnace capable 
of turning out high grade steel on a 
commercial basis.—The Engineer.

The production of denatured alcohol 
for .the first six months of 1907 un­ 
der the new law covering Its manu­ 
facture, amounted to 1,774,272 gallons. 
The supplemental new 
alcohol bill

tion of 4,000,000 gallons for this cal­ 
endar year. 
The operation of the 
law has already reduced the cost of 
wood alcohol from prices varying be­ 
tween 60 and 75 cents to 30 cents a 
gallon, a fact which amply indicates 
that a fairly efficient monopoly has 
been established in the wool alcohol 
business.—Scientific American.

Drowned in * Quarry. 


Shortly before 8 o'clock Monday 


David Staub, 18 yean old. an employe* 
of the Heel & Innenote Co., who boarded 
with John Degroft, Hanover, mot death 
by drowning in an abandoned quarry on 
the farm of Andrew J. Rebert about f 
mile north-west of Hanover.

er the body by dragging; tills, however, 
on account oi the depth of the water— 
about 10 feet—proved 
impracticable 


without a boat, and Paul and Henry 
Dubs, young men who reside along the 
Carlisle 'pike, about a J mile from the 
scene of the accident, stripy^l and jump- 
ed into the quarry. After considerable 
diving Paul Dubs located the body in the 
deepest part and with his brother's assist- 
ance brought the body to shore about 9 o'- 
clock. No inquest was held, it being 
deemed unnecessary by Justice C-.H. Rich- 
ter, who was present. The body was re- 
moved to the establishment of Bair Bros., 
undertakers, where it was prepared for 
burial. The unfortunate young man was 
a son of Mr. and Mrs. W. A. Staub, for- 
merly of New Oxford, now living in New- 
ark. N. J. Besides his parents he is sur- 
vived by several brothers and sisters. It 
is the 'general belief that Staub was at- 
tacked with a chill the moment he plung- 
ed into the water, which is very cold, com- 
ing from several springs in the vicinity.

WRECK OF THE SAGINAW. 
In an out of the way corner of one 


of the hugs buildings at the Naval 
academy hangs a boat which few vis- 
itors have ever noticed. 
She is an 


ordinary ship's gig, twenty-sis feet 
long and decked with painted canvas, 
on which lies a dusty placard bearing 
the names of her crew and telling in 
the fewest possible words the story 
of her gallant voyage. Even at the 
time the Incident attracted little at- 
tention, for the papers were crowded 
with the battles of the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, arid now it is only -a mem- 
ory among the older officers 
of the 


navv; but it is too fine a story to be 
forgotten. 


By the 29th of October, 1870, the 


TJ. S. S. Saginaw had finished dredg- 
ing a channel for Pacific mail steam- 
ers at Midway, and, following his in- 
structions, her 
commander, 
Capt. 


Sicard, sailed that afternoon to take 
a look at Ocean Island, about sixty 
miles distant. During the night the 
Saginaw was caught by a, strong cur- 
rent, and about 3 o'clock the follow-. 
Ing morning crashed 
upon a coral 


reef. As officers and men rushed on 
deck, many were hurled back by the 
torrents of water that poured down 
the hatchways, and on gaining the 
deck they found great seas breaking 
over the ship, which drove every one 
to a place of safety in the rigging. 
In a few minutes the vessel was 
forced so high on the rocks that the 
seas were less dangerous and it was 
possible to do something for the safe- 
ty of the crew. 


It was a time to try the coolest

possible to ?ee beyond the side of the 
ship, which was rapidly pounding to 
pieces. 
All ths boats on one side 


were smashed; then the smokestack 
toppled over the side, followed by 
the mainmast, which was chopped 
away. About daybreak, or 6 o'clock, 
the forward talf of the ship broke 
away and swung in further upon the 
reef, but the dawn revealed within 
the reef a small island—Ocean Isl- 
and itself. 
At the sight of land the 


men cheered and worked with a will 
to get the undamaged boats afloat 
over the breakers to the shore. All 
that day was spent in saving as much 
of the provisions as possible, amount- 
ing to a couple of barrels of pork and 
a small quantity of canned vegetables 
and coffee. 
Fortunately the carpen- 


ter's chest also was saved, along with 
the hammocks of the men, which 
were used as tents. 


On looking about, Ocean Island 


proved to be a low sand pit, no- 
where more than fourteen feet above 
the level of the sea, and covered with 
bushes. As there was no spring to 
be found, a dozen wells were dug, 
but in every case the water proved 
too brackish, and it looked as if the 
seventy officers and men had escaped 
drowning only to die miserably of 
thirst.

Tou may alway« see 
plenty of 
prairie-chlckcns In the Doukhobor 
Tlllases of Saskatchewan. 
In Febru- 
ary, 1907, they became extraordinar- 
ily numerous In Paravprad, an outly- 
ing hamlet 
One morning the pretty 
birds were strutting on almost every 
earth-covered, grass-grown roof, and 
picking in every straw-littered yard 
among the domestic 
fowl. 
So the 
gentle 
vegetarians of 
Paravgrad 
knew that many 
wolves 
must be 
tanging 
the neighboring 
ecrub 
prairie. 


The winter had begun very early 
and brought uncommonly deep snow. 
No January thaw lessened the accu- 
mulation. It lay so dry and light in 
the forest, northward and eastward, 
that wolves could not catch 
their 
usual prey. 


Out on the great plains the snow 
was packed closely by the wind. In 
February starving hordes came out 
of the forests, and scattered in small 
bands over many leagues of prairie. 


Piiravgrad village consists of forty 
Jog cabins ranged in parallel 
files, 
twenty on each side of the street. As 
a protection against v/olves, the ham- 
let was fenced all round with barbed 
wire. 
Its strands passed from cabin 
to cabin, and were clouted on the 
corner logs. The fencing was impene- 
trable by wolves, but only live feet 
bigh. 
Wolves might jump over it. 


There was not a gun in Paravgrad. 
Doukhobor religion prohibits taking 
animal life. 
Pitchforks were plenty, 
but no man or woman there would 
use one as a weapon. 
These people 
are consistent with their creed to a 
degree Inconceivable to any person 
.who does not know them. 
They 
.would think it blasphemous to kill 
a chicken for broth for a sick per- 
son. 
They will not kill or trap rats. 
But they stop up rats' holes. If the 
vermin then die, these casuists say, 
"That is the will of God." 
I' They pamper all their 
domestic 
beasts. 
Companies of Doukhobor 
men and women have often drawn 
plow, harrow or wagon—to rest their 
horses. 
They use steam and gaso- 
line motors in agriculture as much as 
possible, to spare animals from labor. 


Wolves would not leap over the 
Paravgrad fence in daylight. But 
they might come over at night, un- 
less it were heightened. 
In that case 
the stock animals would be safe, be- 
cause under cover. 
But what of the 
[beloved prairie-chickens, 
peculiarly 
dear to the villagers, because their 
mere presence certified Paravgraders 
to be kind and devoted vegetarians? 
These birds will not go under roofs 
at night. 
They then shelter them- 
selves in straw or snow on the 
ground. 
If wolves came over the 
fence 
they 
might 
kill 
"God's 
.chickens." 


This fear quite appalled the young 
brothers 
Vianovitch, 
Simeon and 
'Alexis. So frightened were they that 
ithey resolved to drive seven miles to 
the railway fiag-station of Podavsko, 
»where trains pass bi-weekly, 
for a 
aleigh-load of barbed wire, enough to 
raise the village fence two feet more. 
"But the wolves," said the ciders. 
"That must be as God will," said 
Blmeon. 


"Yea—It Is right to go for the

Oc- 
casionally pne could be seen sneak- 
ing from clump to clump.

traditions of how wood-wolves act, 
expected a rush soon.

with the big heart broke In two pieces 
his long hunting knife, and gave one 
half to Halliday, who had unfortu- 
nately lost his own. 


With only half a knife and his 
rifle Spencer turned back into-the for- 
est, and began to look out for a site 
for his home. 
He was fortunate In 
finding not only a suitable place for a 
field, but also ready to hand a large 
dwelling, vacant of a tenant. 


The foundations of the structure 
were fastened deep in the earth, the 
walls were tinted silver gray, the lof- 
ty 
roof 
was lichen green and its 
fretted pinnacles towered toward the 
sky. 


The dwelling had a tall opening in 
one 
side, 
through which Spencer 
walked into the hollow of the great 
sycamore tree which was to be his 
home, and took possession of a spa- 
cious chamber which measured nearly 
eleven feet across and thirty feet and 
more around. 


The new proprietor stood his rifle 
against the wall, hung powder horn 
and drinking cup upon projections of 
the wood and was ready for house- 
keeping. 
At nightfall 
h e ' spread 
down a furry bearskin, and lay se- 
renely down to sleep. 


Spencer lived In his tree through 
the varying seasons of a full year, 
caring nothing for wind or rain, and 
minding neither heat nor cold in his 
snug retreat. 
The taÚ sycamore 
known as Spencer's Tree stood many 
years 
after its tenant had passed 
away, and was long pointed out as an 
example of the magnificent growth 
found by the pioneers in our prime- 
val forests. 


WRECK OF THE SAGINAW. 
In an out of the way corner of one 
of the huge buildings at the Naval 
academy hangs a boat which few vis- 
itors have ever noticed. 
She is an 
ordinary ship's gig, twenty-six feet 
long and decked with painted canvas, 
on which lies a dusty placard bearing 
the names of her crew and telling in 
the fewest possible words the story 
of her gallant voyage. 
Even at the 
time the incident attracted little at- 
tention, for the papers were crowded 
with the battles of the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, and now it Is only -a mem- 
ory among the older ofllcers of the 
navy; but it Is too fine a story to be 
forgotten. 


By the 29th of October, 1870, the 
U. S. S. Saginaw had finished dredg- 
ing a channel for Pacific mail steam- 
ers at Midway, and, following his In- 
structions, her 
commander, 
Capt. 
Sicard, sailed that afternoon to take 
a look at Ocean Island, about sixty 
miles distant. 
During the night the 
Saginaw was caught by a, strong cur- 
rent, and about 3 o'clock the follow-, 
ing morning crashed 
upon a coral 
reef. 
As officers and men rushed on 
deck, many were hurled back by the 
torrents of water that poured down 
the hatchways, and on gaining the 
deck they found great seas breaking 
over the ship, which drove every one 
to a place of safety in the rigging. 
In a few 
minutes the vessel- was 
forced so high on the rocks that the 
seas were less dangerous and it was 
possible to do something for the safe- 
ty of the crew. 


It was a time to try the coolest 
nerves. 
No one knev/ where they 
were, for the darkness made it Im- 
possible to see beyond the side of the 
ship, which was rapidly pounding to 
pieces. All the boats on one side 
were smashed; then the smokestack 
toppled over the side, followed by 
the mainmast, which was chopped 
away. 
About daybreak, or G o'clock, 
the forward half of the ship broke 
away and swung in further upon the 
reef, but the dawn revealed within 
the reef a small island—Ocean Isl- 
and itself. 
At the sight of land the 
men cheered and worked with a will 
to get the undamaged boats afloat 
over the breakers to the shore. All 
that day was spent in saving as much 
of the provisions as possible, amount- 
ing to a couple of barrels of pork and 
a small quantity of canned vegetables 
and coffee. 
Fortunately the carpen- 
ter's chest also was saved, along with 
the hammocks of the 
men, 
which 
were used as tents. 


On looking about. Ocean Island 
proved to be a low sand pit, no- 
where more than fourteen feet above 
the level of the sea, and covered with 
hushes. 
As there was no spring to 
be found, a dozen wells were dug, 
l^ut in every case the water proved 
too brackish, and it looked as if the 
seventy ofiicers and men had escaped 
drowning only to die miserably of 
thirst. 
Then, at the suggestion of 


gome Ingenious fellow, a condenwi 
was rigged, by means of Hhe ship'f 
boiler and a rubber hose, which sup- 
plied forty or fifty gallons a day. 
Luckily» fuel was provided by the 
wreck of an old whaler imbedded In 
tho sand. 
Naturally, this could not 
supply fuel indefinitely, and the 
amount of food saved from the ship 
was barely enough to supply 'officers 
and men for a month at one-quarter 
rations—that Is, one-quarter of their 
regular daily allowance. 
This was 
helped out by seal meat and fish, but 
both proved unwholesome. 


Since Ocean Island was so far out 
of the track of ships, it was only too 
clear that starvation was bound to 
come In time unless help conld be 
brought from somewhere. 
Accord- 
ingly Captain Sicard decided to fit out 
one of the smalL boats that escaped 
the wreck and let a volunteer crew 
try to take her to the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands—1200 miles distant—to get re- 
lief. 
Out of tho volunteer officers 
and men who Instantly pressed for- 
ward Lieutenant J. O. Talbot and 
four seamen were selected to under- 
take the long and perilous Journey. 
The boat was fitted out with all the 
care possible under the conditions, 
containing a few necessary instru- 
ments, twenty-five days' provisions 
and 
ninety 
gallons of water, and 
three weeks after the wreck of the 
Saginaw the little gig spread sail and 
disappeared below the ht>rIzon, fol- 
lowed by anxious eyes. 


Meanwhile Captain Sicard had be- 
gun work on a larger boat out of the 
material In the wreck of the Saginaw, 
for the double purpose of gaining an- 
other chance of rescue and of keep- 
ing the men occupied. It was very 
diflicult work, and officers and men 
tolled together manfully, but owing 
to the wretched food fully one-third 
of the number were always on the 
sick list. 
Finally, at the end of the 
second month, it began to look as if 
the little boat had been lost, and the 
remaining chances of escape 
were 
small indeed. 
But about 4 In the af- 
ternoon of January 3, 1871, the look- 
out perched on top of the signal mast 
shouted, "A steamer's smoke!" and a 
great cry of joy 'went up from the 
camp. 
The little gig had succeeded 
after all. 
The strange vessel proved 
to be a Hawaiian steamer dispatched 
to their relief, and it brought also the 
melancholy story of what the mission 
of rescue had cost their brave com- 
rades.—From St. Nicholas.

Another Yukon M'oman was herself 
carried over a winter trail of 175 
miles in a dog sleigh to the nearest 
doctor. 
A weary and trying journey 
it was, with narrow escapes from 
wolves and from sheer exhaustion, 
but it was safely accomplished and 
v/as not without Us reward.

A Fence For Paravgrad.

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Tou may always see 
plenty 
of 
prairie-chickens in the 
Doukhobor 
tillages of Saskatchewan. In Febru­ 
ary, 1907, they became extraordinar­ 
ily numerous in Paravgrad, an outly­ 
ing hamlet. One morning the pretty 
birds were strutting on almost every 
earth-covered, grass-grown roof, and 
picking in every straw-littered yard 
among the domestic 
fowl. 
So the 
gentle 
vegetarians 
of 
Paravgrad 
knew that many 
wolves 
must be 
tanging 
the 
neighboring 
scrub 
prairie. 


The winter had begun very early 
and brought uncommonly deep snow. 
No January thaw lessened the accu­ 
mulation. 
It lay so dry and light in 
the forest, northward and eastward, 
that wolves could 
not catch 
their 
usual prey. 


Out on the great plains the snow 
was packed closely by the wind. 
In 
February starving hordes came out 
of the forests, and scattered in small 
bands over many leagues of prairie. 


Paravgrad village consists of forty 
Jog cabins ranged in parallel 
files, 
twenty on each side of the street. As 
a protection against wolves, the ham­ 
let was fenced all round with harbed 
■wire. 
Its strands passed from cabin 
to cabin, and were clouted on the 
corner logs. The fencing was impene­ 
trable by wolves, but only live feet 
bigh. 
Wolves might jump over it. 


There was not a gun in Paravgrad. 
Doukhobor religion prohibits taking 
animal life. 
Pitchforks were plenty, 
but no man or woman there would 
use one as a weapon. 
These people 
are consistent with their creed to a 
degree inconceivable to any person 
.who does not know them. 
They 
would think it blasphemous to kill 
a chicken for broth for a sick per­ 
son. 
They will not kill or trap rats. 
But they stop up rats* holes. 
If the 
vermin then die, these casuists say, 
•‘.That is the will of God.” 
!' They pamper all their 
domestic 
beasts. 
Companies 
of 
Doukhobor 
men and women have often drawn 
plow, harrow or wagon— to rest their 
horses. 
They use steam and gaso­ 
line motors in agriculture as much as 
possible, to spare animals from labor. 


Wolves would not leap over the 
Paravgrad fence in daylight. 
But 
they might come over at night, un­ 
less it were heightened. In that case 
the stock animals would be safe, be­ 
cause under cover. 
But what of the 
ibeloved prairie-chickens, peculiarly 
dear to the villagers, because their 
mere presence certified Paravgraders 
to be kind and devoted vegetarians? 
These birds will not go under roofs 
at night. 
They then shelter them­ 
selves in 
straw 
or snow 
on 
the 
ground. 
If wolves came over the 
fence 
they 
might 
kill 
“God’s 
.chickens.” 


This fear quite appalled the young 
brothers 
Vianovitch, 
Simeon 
and 
¡Alexis. So frightened were they that 
jthey resolved to drive seven miles to 
the railway flag-station of Podavsko, 
where trains pass bi-weekly, 
for a 
sleigh-load of barbed wire, enough to 
raise the village fence two feet more. 


"But the wolves,” said the elders. 


* 
"That must be as God will,” said 
Blmeon. 


"Yea— It is right to go for 
the 
.wire,” said Alexis. 


It was perceived that they had ”a 
leading,” 
Still, a good deal of coun­ 
eel was imparted 
to them 
by the 
elders. In consequence, they reached 
Podavsko about noon with a sleigh- 
box tightly packed with straw, a lot 
of loosely twisted straw ropes, and 
the whole covered with quilted bed- 
comforters. 


All this stuff they loaded on top of 
the reels of barbed wire, much to the 
wonder of Michael Kelly, the station 
agent. He watched them drive home­ 
ward on a trail through scattered 
patches of dwarf willow and poplar. 


Aboui two miles out of Podavsko 
the horses showed nervousness. EyI- 
dently wolves were near, hiding In 
the scrub. 
But the Vianovitches saw 
none until they were nearly out of 
the scrub, within two miles of home, 
and aware that they might soon see 
the smokes and roofs of Paravgrad 
ncross "rosebush” plain. 


Now the wolves drew nearer. Oc­ 
casionally pne could be seen sneak­ 
ing from clump to clump. 
There was 
no estimating how many might be in 
the band. The boys, bred in Russia, 
and 
acquainted 
with 
immemorial 
traditions of how wood-wolves act, 
expected a rush soon. 


But they assumed that the brutes 
would pack and howl before making 
it. So the elders had foretold. 


But the Vianovitches concluded 
not to await the chorus. This turned 
out to be sonud judgment, since no 
warning howls were given. 
Perhaps 
they might have come had Alexis not 
lighted a straw rope. 


Its flare, in broad, sunny daylight. 


heard from both sides of the trail. 
Then, as if they had packed sudden­ 
ly, eleven monstrous timber-wolves 
ran out into full view on the track 
about one hundred feet behind the 
sleigh. 


Simeon quickened the pace. Alexis 
flung out burning clumps of loose 
straw. 
Before reaching the first of 
these, the wolves sprang away on 
both sides, 
with 
furious 
yowling. 
They vanished in the bushes, still 
yelling, and reappeared fifty yards 
in front of the team. 


Perhaps they would have rushed 
in, but Alexis immediately got down, 
straw torch in hand, and went in 
front of the horses. 
The 
wolves 
stood hesitating, and again silent. 


To sacrifice the horses 
was 
no 
more in the 
minds of the young 
Doukhobors 
than 
sacrificing 
his 
children is in the mind of an ordi­ 
nary American father. It was pretty 
clear that the horses could not escape 
unless freed from the sleigh. 
They 
stood 
trembling, 
but although 
in 


stead of stopping In after Alexis, h% 
went about the ring of straw, kicking 
the under part to the srface, so that 
all blazed more fiercely than before. 


Simeon took two moro turns at 
crisscross work. 
Then ho 
got in 
where Alexis lay working, passing 
strands underneath the top, from cor­ 
ner to corner, using wire from the 
réel that had been left in the box. 
Both pairs of hands hurried in this 
work and in closing the gap. 


Meanwhile the wolves raged In be­ 
wilderment. 
What had become of 
those boys? 
The human scent could 
not pass the smoke circle. 


"Poor 
things!” 
smiled 
Alexis. 
“They think they’ve lost their din­ 
ner.” 


"I can’t pity them much. 
They’re 
flesh eaters,” said Simeon. 


Tho day was bitterly cold, twenty- 
eight degrees below zero. 
But tho 
boys were clad in sheepskin côats, 
and two pairs of thick woolen stock­ 
ings with felt boots outside. 
Also 
they had five heavy woolen bedquilts. 


As they no longer saw smoke drift­ 
ing they know the wolves would soon 
come within the straw circle. 
When 
the leader Jumped in his howl sound­ 
ed like a boast. Then the whole com­ 
pany joined him. 
The boys heard 
nosings, sniffings, clawlngs,. snortings 
about the sleigh. Perhaps the wolves 
feared a trap. 
Or perhaps the barbs 
along the top and sides kept them 
down. 
At any rate, it seemed quite 
a while before Alexis, looking up, 
saw a mouthful of white fangs, and 
two fierce eyes glaring down on him.

One seldom hears nowadays of the 
man who gave his name to Spencer’s 
Tree, says Miss O. Z. Bond, the au­ 
thor of “Old Tales Retold; or, Perils 
and Adventures of Tennessee Pio­ 
neers,” but in olden times the name 
of Thomas Sharpe Spencer was con­ 
nected with many tales of Tennessee 
adventure. He was a man of extraor­ 
dinary size, remarkably kind and 
gentle hearted. He went to Cumber­ 
land County in 1776 In company with 
John Halliday to explore and hunt in 
the unknown forests. 


Halliday decided not to stay, and 
Spencer went with him as far as the 
border of Kentucky to put him safely 
so far on hif, way home. 
Kind and 
thoughtful to the last, the big man 
with the big heart broke in two pieces 
his long hunting knife, and gave one 
half to Halliday, who had unfortu­ 
nately lost his own. 


With only half a knife and his 
rifle Spencer turned back into-the for­ 
est, and began to look out for a site 
for his home. 
He was fortunate in 
finding not only a suitable place for a 
field, but also ready to hand a large 
dwelling, vacant of a tenant. 


The foundations of the structure 
were fastened deep in the earth, the 
walls were tinted silver gray, the lof­ 
ty roof was lichen green and its 
fretted pinnacles towered toward the 
sky. 


The dwelling had a tall opening in 
one 
side, 
through which Spencer 
walked Into the hollow of the great 
sycamore tree which was to be his 
home, and took possession of a spa­ 
cious chamber which measured nearly 
eleven feet across and thirty feet and 
more around.

WRECK OF THE SAGINAW. 
In an out of the way corner of one 
of the huge buildings at the Naval 
academy hangs a boat which few vis­ 
itors have ever noticed. 
She is an 
ordinary ship’s gig, twenty-six feet 
long and decked with painted canvas, 
on which lies a dusty placard bearing 
the names of her crew and telling in 
the fewest possible words the story 
of her gallant voyage. 
Even at the 
time the incident attracted little at­ 
tention, for the papers were crowded 
with the battles of the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, and now it is only *a mem- 
* 
+ 
ory among the older officers of the 
navy; but it is too fine a story to be 
forgotten. 


By the 29th of October, 1870, the 
U. S. S. Saginaw had finished dredg­ 
ing a channel for Pacific mail steam­ 
ers at Midway, and, following his in­ 
structions, her 
commander, 
Capt. 
SIcard, sailed that afternoon to take 
a look at Ocean Island, about sixty 
miles distant. 
During the night the 
Saginaw was caught by a, strong cur­ 
rent, and about 3 o’clock the follow­ 
ing morning crashed 
upon 
a coral 
reef. 
As officers and men rushed on 
deck, many were hurled back by the 
torrents of water that poured down 
the hatchways, and on gaining the 
deck they found great seas breaking 
over the ship, which drove every one 
to a place of safety in the rigging. 
In a few 
minutes 
the 
vessel* was 
forced so high on the rocks that the 
seas were less dangerous and it was 
possible to do something for the safe­ 
ty of the crew. 


It was a time to try the coolest 
nerves. 
No one knew where they 
were, for the darkness made it im­ 
possible to see beyond the side of the 
ship, which was rapidly pounding to 
pieces. 
All the boats on one side 
were smashed; then the smokestack 
toppled over the side, followed by 
the mainmast, which was chopped 
away. About daybreak, or 6 o’clock, 
the forward half of the ship broke 
away and swung in further upon the 
reef, but the dawn revealed within 
the reef a small island— Ocean Isl­ 
and itself. 
At the sight of land the 
men cheered and worked with a will 
to get tho undamaged boats afloat 
over the breakers to the shore. 
All 
that day was spent in saving as much 
of the provisions as possible, amount­ 
ing to a couple of barrels of pork and 
a small quantity of canned vegetables 
and coffee. 
Fortunately the carpen­ 
ter’s chest also was saved, along with 
the hammocks of the men, which 
were used as tents. 


On looking about, Ocean Island 
proved to be a low sand pit, no­ 
where more thau fourteen feet above 
the level of the sea, and covered with 
hushes. 
As there was no spring to 
bo found, a dozen wells were dug, 
but in every case the water proved 
too brackish, and it looked as if the 
seventy officers and men had escaped 
drowning only to die miserably of 
thirst. 
Then, at the suggestion of 


I some Ingenious fellow, a condense* 


was rigged, by means of Hhe ship’* 
boiler and a rubber hose, which sup­ 
plied forty or fifty gallons a day. 
Luckily, fuel was provided by tho 
wreck of an old whaler imbedded in 
the sand.

amount of food saved from the ship 
was barely enough to supply 'officers 
and men for a month at one-quarter 
rations—that is, one-quarter of their 
regular daily allowance. 
This was 
helped out by seal meat and fish, but 
both proved unwholesome. 


Since Ocean Island was so far out 
of the track of ships, it was only too 
clear that starvation was bound to 
come in time unless help conld be 
brought from somewhere. 
Accord­ 
ingly Captain Sicard decided to fit out 
one of the smalL boats that escaped 
the wreck and let a volunteer crew 
try to take her to the Hawaiian Isl­ 
ands— 1200 miles distant—to get re­ 
lief. 
Out of the volunteer officers 
and men who instantly pressed for­ 
ward Lieutenant J. G. Talbot and 
four seamen were selected to under­ 
take the long and perilous journey. 
The boat was fitted out with all the 
care possible under the conditions, 
containing a few necessary instru­ 
ments, twenty-five days' provisions 
and 
ninety 
gallons of water, and 
three weeks after the wreck of the 
Saginaw the little gig spread sail and 
disappeared below the horizon, fol­ 
lowed by anxious eyes. 


Meanwhile Captain Sicard had be­ 
gun work on a larger boat out of the 
material in the wreck of the Saginaw, 
for the double purpose of gaining an­ 
other chance of rescue and of keep­ 
ing the men occupied. 
It wag very 
difficult work, and officers and men 
toiled together manfully, but owing 
to the wretched food fully one-third 
of the number were always on the 
sick list. 
Finally, at the end of the 
second month, it began to look as if 
the little boat had been lost, and the 
remaining chances of escape were 
small indeed. But about 4 in the af­ 
ternoon of January 3, 1871, the look­ 
out perched on top of the signal mast 
shouted, "A steamer’s smoke!” and a 
great cry of joy V ent up from the 
camp. 
The little gig had succeeded 
after all. 
The strange vessel x^roved 
to be a Hawaiian steamer dispatched 
to their relief, and it brought also the 
melancholy story of what the mission 
of rescue had cost their brave com­ 
rades.—From St. Nicholas.

Exploring a Mine in Granite. 


One of the methods 
of 
quarrying 
granite is to dislodge a huge sheet 
from the surface 
of the 
formation 
through 
the 
medium 
of a powder 
mine. A large perpendicular shaft is 
first blasted to a depth of about thirty 
feet. At the bottom of this and radi- 
ating in all 
directions 
horizontally, 
like the spokes of a huge wheel, long 
holes are drilled. The extremities of 
these holes are then shot with light 
charges of dynamite, in order to cre- 
ate chambers large enough to receive 
large quantities of black powder. This 
takes weeks of ever-increasing charg- 
es. Then the final charge 
is loaded. 
The now huge chambers 
at the ex- 
tremities of the spokes 
are 
packed 
with hundreds of pounds of powder, 
numerous electric wires attached and 
the whole mine tampe-d with fine ma- 
terial. A mighty roar and rumble in 
the bowels of the earth and the huge 
sheet is detached from 
the ledge.— 
Popular Magazine.

other buildings tho turf If nicely main- 
tained. 
In this case, however, until 
recently little attention has over been 
given to really artistic character; the 
way-stations, as a rule, are not archi- 
tectural; in tho 
way 
oE adornment 
some sparbo flower beds 
represent 
good intention rather 
than achieve- 
ment. 


Two diverse methods are exempli- 
fied in our forms of railway embellish- 
ment. 
One is governed by the princi- 
ple that ornament should bo developed 
from the character of the thing orna- 
mented; that while general principles 
may be laid down for guidance, their 
application must bo modified accord- 
ing to the 
circumstances 
attending 
each particular problem. What would 
be admirable in one place might prove 
wholly 
out 
of keeping 
in another. 
The second method has found a wider 
acceptance. This proceeds with the 
assumption that ornament consists in 
something pretty, 
something decora- 
tive; that applying this prettiness to 
things makes them beautiful. 


The former method was adopted for 
the first railway line 
in the United 
States where a comprehensive 
at- 
tempt at artistic treatment was made. 
The results have been so beautiful, so 
wholly admirable, and withal so truly 
economical 
in maintenance, that it 
seems remarkable that 
the example 
has not been more widely followed.—

One of the methods 
of quarrying 
granite is to dislodge a huge sheet

A large perpendicular shaft is 
first blasted to a depth of about thirty 
feet. At the bottom of this and radi­ 
ating in all 
directions 
horizontally, 
like the spokes of a huge wheel, long 
holes are drilled. The extremities of 
these holes are then shot with light 
charges of dynamite, in order to cre­ 
ate chambers large enough to receive 
large quantities of black powder. This 
takes weeks of ever-increasing charg­ 
es. Then the final charge is loaded. 
The now huge chambers 
at the ex­ 
tremities of the spokes are 
packed 
with hundreds of pounds of powder,

Two diverse methods are exempli­ 
fied in our forms of railway embellish­ 
ment.
